VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(I)  Population, 

Tho  Rogistrar  Gonoral  gives  the  civilian  population  of  the  town 
ns  144,920  in  tho  middle  of  1941.  This  figuro  has  boon  uso&  in  calculating 
both  tho  birth  rate  and  the  douth  rato. 

(II)  Births. 

Tho  not  total  births  rogistcrod  during  tho  year  was  2,539,  representing 
a  birth  rato  of  17.5,  that  for  England  and  Laics  being  14,2.  Last  year 
Wolverhampton's  birth  rato  was  16.4.  Still -births  registered  wore.  81, 

(lii)  Deaths. 

Tho  not  deaths  amounted  to  1,618,  giving  a  general  death  rato  of 
11,2  which  is  tho  same  figure  as  for  the  previous  yoar.  For  England  and  Wales 
this  figuro  was  12.9  and  for  the  126  groat  towns  it  was  14,9.  Thoro  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  tho  death  rate  from  whooping  cough,  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  and  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  (under  two  yearn  of  age).

(iv)  Infant  Mortality. 


Tho  total  doaths  under  one  yoar  of  ago  wero  192,  comprising  125 
iegitinato  and  4  illegitimate.  The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  the 
remarkable  figuro  of  50  DEATHS  PER  1,000  BIRTHS,  This  is  the  lowost  infant 
mortality  rate  ever  recorded  in  Wolverhampton,  tho  previous  lowest  being  55 
i a  1958.  Tho  corresponding  figuro  for  England  and  Walos  is  58, 


3.  TREATI' ENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 


At  tho  beginning  of  1941  and  Infant  Welfaro  Clinic  and  Clinic  for 
Expectant  Mothers  was  opened  in  tho  Methodist  Church,  Fordhousos,  and  the  Moseley 
Village  Clinic  was  closod.  This  change  was  needed  bocauso  of  the  incroaso  in 
the  number  of  mothers  and  babies  in  the  north  of  tho  town  and  tho  reduction  at 
Mosoloy  Village  consequent  on  tho  completion  of  tho  Moseloy  Village  Clearance 
Scheme,  The  now  clinic  providos  ono  session  por  week  for  oxpoctant  mothers 
and  ono  for  babios  and  toddlers.

There  wore  no  complaints  about  tho  conduct  of  any  midwivos.  The 
renter  of  whole -time  midwivos  working  for  tho  Corporation  fluctuated  between 
1-1  and  17  owing  to  resignations  and  new  appointments.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
♦  \vrc  wore  16  women  in  this  service  which  number  appears  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  tho  town. 


During  3.941  the  Municipal  midwives  attended  11,844  ante-natal 
xa.-i  nations  of  thoir  patients,  paid  31,470  home  visits  and  dealt  with  1,363 
C'nfinoments,  cither  in  tho  capacity  of  midwivos  or  maternity  nursos.  The 
n.-.n  number  of  cases  attended  by  a  midwife  during  tho  year  was  85,  One  midwife 
ho  lind  voluntarily  surrendered  her  certificate  in  1939  under  Section  5  Sub- 
ction  (1)  of  tho  Midwivos  Act,  1936,  was  temporarily  reinstated  for  service 
within  tho  Borough  of  Wolvcihampt  on  and  joined  tho  Municipal  Midwifery  Staff. 

; )  HATEINAL  MORTALITY. 


There  were  six  maternal  deaths  during  tho  year,  four  being  duo  to 
puerperal  sepsis  and  two  to  ouhor  puorporal  causes.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
v  w. tonal  doath  rate  of  2.8  per  1,000  births,  and  is'  considerably  lower  than  the 
-.w.r-.go  of  tho  previous  fivo  years,  TIig  following  is  a  short  summary  of  these 
six  deaths  :~ 


{*)  Adequate  ante-natal  care.  Hospital  treatment  refusod,  Doath  duo  to 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

(f.)  No  anto-natal  care.  Death  in  hospital  from  eclampsia  when  26  weeks  pregnant 

(3)  No  ante-natal  caro,  Doath  in  hospital  from  septicaemia  following  abortion. 

(  j)  Adoquato  anto-natal  caro.  Death  duo  to  pulmonary  ombolien  eight  days 
after  confinement. 


(6)  Normal  pregnancy  and  puorporium.  Doath  duo  to  pnoumococcal  peritonitis 
fivo  weeks  after  delivery. 

(6)  No  ante-natal  care.  Death  due  to  soptixaomiQ  following  abortion.

Tho  v;clfaro  centres  uoro  open  as  usual  during  1941  except  that  a  clinic 
at  Ferdliousos  was  substituted  for  the  one  at  Moseley  Villago,  Nov;  cases  under 
one  yoar  of  ago  amounted  to  1,442,  and  new  eases  ovor  one  year  of  age  to  242* 

Tho  total  attendances  registered  at  all  the  clinics  amounted  to  17,102  which 
is  practically  tho  same  figure  as  last  year. 

Tho  nine  health  visitors  butwoon  then  paid  a  total  of  21,781  home 
visits  to  mothers  and  children  in  addition  to  making  1,385  attendances  at  clinics 
Visits  to  infants  under  one  yoar  amounted  to  6,351  and  to  toddlers  9,376. 

At  three  of  tho  clinics  the  distribution  of  fruit  juices  to  young 
children  was  carried  out  under  tho  Ministry  of  Food  Schomo,  the  work  mainly 
falling  on  the  shoulders  of  tho  whole-time  personnel  of  First  Aid  Posts, 

(o)  Nty USING  HOMES . 

Tug  number  of  registered  Nursing  Hones  in  tho  Borough  remains  at 
eleven,  with  fifty  available  maternity  beds  and  thirty-six  medical  or  surgical 
beds.  Several  Homes  have  been  having  difficulty  with  staffing  arrangements, 
but  caro  has  boon  taken  to  sco  that  they  conform  to  the  requirements  laid  down 
in  the  Public  Health  Act ,  1936,  It  was  found  that  one  or  two  Homes  had  not 
boon  keeping  the  records  completely  up-to-date.  The  attention  of  tho  keepers 
concerned  was  called  to  tho  Bye -laws  regarding  Nursing  Homos,  On  tho  wholo 
tho  Homos  wore  being  run  in  a  satisfactory  mam  or  0 

( f )  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Thcro  have  boon  39  Foster  children  under  sup'  rvi  -ion  during  1941; 

14  being  now  cases.  Inf  am  Life  Protection  Visitors  paid  72  visits  ~ 

many  fostor  children  attend  the  clinic  regularly.  Ton  childron  have  boGn 
removed  from  tho  books,  5  bavo  returned  to  parents,  2  to  Aunts  and  3  have 
reached  tho  age  of  nine  years  -  those  are  still  with  thoir  foster  parents 
and  seem  quite  happy  and  well  eared  for.  On  the  31st  December,  1941,  29 
childron  were  on  the  books  under  tho  caro  of  27  fostor  mothers. 


(g)  DAY  NURSERIES, 


In  December,  1941  a  roport  was  submitted  to  tho  Council  proposing 
the  immediate  establishment  of  a  war-time  nursery  at  The  Woodlands,  Bushbury 
Road,  and  suggesting  that  additional  nur series  might  be  necessary  at  a  later 
if  there  was  found  to  bo  a  demand  fo.\  them.

Ono  full  timo  Inspector  is  employod  at  tho  Public  Abattoir,  and  a 
further  District  Inspector  is  on  duty  throughout  tho  week*  two  Inspectors  thus 
boing  employed  full  time  on  this  work. 

Under  tho  Tuberculosis  Order;  1938,  48  animals  woro  slaughtered  as 
against  45  in  1940,  10  of  thoso  wore  totally  condemned  on  account  of  advanced 

tuborculosis  against  17  similar  condemnations  last  yoar.  This  figure  includes 
tho  single  animal  which  was  taken  from  premises  within  tho  Borough, 

Ante-mortem  inspoction  at  the  salo  yards  by  the  "Veterinary  Officer  has 
resulted  in  a  number  of  animals  being  sent  to  tho  Abattoir  for  slaughter.  On 
examination  such  animals  wore  found  to  be  affected  chiefly  with  tuberculosis 
or  mammitis.

were  found  to  bo  non-gc-nuino ,

168  milk  sample s  were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  13  (7.73$)  woro 
reported  to  be  adulterated  or  bo low  tho  presumptive  standard  of  3$  milk  fat 
laid  down  by  tho  Salo  of  Milk  Regulations,  2  samples  of  milk  wore  found  to 
contain  about  1$  added  wator0 

Ono  sample  of  sterilised  milk,  was  found  to  contain  90$  of  extraneous 
water,  Undoubtedly  tho  water  gained  access  to  tho  milk  during  the  processing 
of  tho ■  milk  duo  to  faulty  fitting  of  tho  corks.  The  firm  was  communictaed  with 
and  stops  woro  takon  to  obviato  the  nutting  on  salo  of  such  milk. 


With  respect  to  other  non-gonuino  samplos  of  milk  whore  tho  deficiency 
was  ono  of  milk  fat  in  each  case,  samples  taken  at  the  farm  proved  that  the 
deficiency  was  a  natural  one,  or  else  the  deficiency  was  so  small  as  not  to  justify 
tho  institution  of  proceedings.  In  3  instances  letters  of  warning  were  sent  by 
the  Town  Clerk  to  the  vendors  concerned,  4  "Appeal  to  Cow"  samples  wore 
taken  at  various  farms  sit’^tod  outside  tho  borough.  One  sample  was  found  to 
bo  deficient  in  fat, 

A  sample  of  shredded  Beef  Suet  was  found  to  contain  an  excessive  amount' 
of  Rice  Flour,  Proceedings  wore  instituted  but  withdrawn  upon  the  manufacturer 
undertaking  to  withdraw  the  .article  from  sale. 

.  A  milk  substitute  powder  consisting  mainly  of  flour  was  sold  by  a 
retail  shopkeeper  as  "Dried  Milk",  IIo  was  convicted  and  a  fine  of  £2  imposod, 
together  with  costs  of  18/6a. 

Proceedings  wore  instituted  against  tho  distributors  of  a.  milk 
substitute  powder  rrarkotod  under  the  name  of  "Milkmaster",  The  substance 
consisted  of  flour,  g.um  and  salt;  a  fine  of  £15  was  inflicted  with  costs 
amounting  to  £46c8o0u. 

A  substance  sold  as  ’•’Egg stead"  with  a  claim  to  be  "equivalent  in  use  to 
12  eggs",  was  found  to  consist  mainly  of  flour,  oatmeal,  soya  bean  flour  and 
gum.  Proceedings  woro  instituted  for  a  misleading  label  and  a  conviction 
was  rocordod  against  the  distributors.  A  fine  of  £15  was  inflicted  and  costs 
of  £0.11,5d.  imposed,

At  the  beginning  of  Janumy  an  outbreak  of  trichiniasis  occurred  in 
Wolverhampton  and  the  surrounding  districts.  As  soon  as  the  outbreak  hed  been 
confirmed  and  the  necessary  details  were  available, preliminary  and  interim 
roports  on  it  wore  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  During  the  epidemic,  1130  cases  were  reported,  all  of  them  occurring 
betv/oon  the  first  week  in  December,  1940  and  the  beginning  of  March,  1941, 

The  poak  of  this  epidemic  foil  betwoon  December  18th  and  January  6th  in  which 
poriod  76  cases  occurrod.  There  was  a  secondary  poak  of  14  cases  between 
January  16th  and  January  23rd,  Ninety-eight  of  the  130  cases  lived  in 
Wolverhampton  itself,  and  32  rosided  in  adjoining  areas. 


In  addition  to  the  known  cases,  there  would  bo  many  more  whoso 
symptoms  wore  so  mild  that  medical  advice  was  not  sought  and  there  would  also 
bo  another  group  who  obtained  treatment  in  the  earls'-  days  of  the  outbreak  and 
before  doctors  wore  on  the- lookout  for  this  somewhat  rare  disoaso.  The  extent 
of  these  missed  cases  received  definite  conf inflation  from  the  skin  tests 
subsequently  carried  out  in  the  district  by  Dr,  Paul  Beoson  and  Dr.  Hawley, 

It  would  probably  bo  reasonable  to  assume  that  500  -  600  persons  in  all  woro 
affoctcd  to  some  extent. 

It  was  known  that  the  usual  method  by  which  trichiniasis  is  conveyed 
to  man  is  by  tho  consumption  of  raw  or  insufficiently  cookod  pork,  including 
fresh  pork  and  manufactured  pork  products,  Routino  enquiries  at  tho  homos  of 
124  of  tho  130  reported  cases  in  tho  area  established  tho  fact  that  pork 
sausage  was  consumed  by  110  putionts;  65  ate  it  raw,  and  45  had  it  cookod. 


It  should  bo  noted  that  tho  ordinary  method  of  cooking  sausago  is  not 
entirely  reliable.  Other  pork  products  also  came  under  suspicion,  including 
bacon,,  brawn,  pork  pio,  pigfs  pudding  a nd  fresh  pork.  Some  of  those  could 
not  be  entirely  excluded  but  tho  method  of  preparation  of  most  of  thorn 
rondorod  it  unlikely  that  they  could  transmit  tho  parasites.

An  onquiry  from  767  working-class  familios  in  difforent  part3  of  tho 
town  gave  tho  following  results 

280  familios  admitted  tho  habit  of  eating  raw  sausago,  -  This  habit  was 
restricted  to  tho  housewife  in  174  cases,  and  in  106  families  raw 
sausage  was  oaten  generally  by  all  tho  members  of  the  family. 

This  onquiry  helped  to  explain  tho  puzzling  ago  and  sox  distribution  of  the 
outbreak.

Consumption  of  Sausage  Moat.  Tho  avorago  wcolcly  solos  of  pork 
sausage  in  Wo Ivor h^mp ton  .during  December  1940  wore  chocked  up  and  it  v/as  found 
that  some  27,000  lbs.  was  purvoyod  by  twolvo  different- firms  and  that  tho 
abovo  throo  firms  ’B»,  »C»  and  *D»  contributed  10,000  11m.  of  this  imtwoon 

them.  (At  this  time  pork  sausage  Grade  B  was  allowed  to  contain  £»<>;,'  «  t’>0$  of 
moat ) . 


Composition  of  Sausage.  Enquiries  rcvoalod  that  it  is  only  the  trimmings 
of  bacon  pigs  that  aro  converted  into  sausage  -  roughly  4-5  lbs.  per  b  ..con  pig  - 
and  that  the  chiof  pork  constituent  is  tho  flesh  of  sows  or  boars  woighin,, 
between  300  and  400  lbs.  An  average  sow  or  boar  will  provide  45$  -  50$  of 
meat  for  conversion  into  sausages,  pork  pie  or  brawn,  so  that  one  infected 
sow  or  boar  could  contaminate  several  hundred  persons*  wherohs  a  bacon  pig, 
which  is  a  yount_or  animal,  is  loss  likely  to  bo  so  heavily  infected  and  only  a 
relatively  small  proportion  of  this  carcase  (2$$)  is  converted  into  sausage, 

A  detailed  investigation  of  tho  retail  promises  at  which  the  affected 
households  had  purchasod  sausage  meat  during;  the  critical  periods  cast  definito 
suspicion  on  the  pork  products  of  the  throe  firms  ’B’,  ’C’  and  ’D’,  and  an 
endeavour  was  then  made  to  find  any  cor.non  source  of  supply,  (l)  Every  pig, 
sow  or  boar  usod  by  those  firms  for  manufacturing  purposes  (including  shop 
pork  and  bacon  pork)  was  traced  to  tho  farm  on  which  it  was  roared.  (2)  All 
imported  carcases  wore  traced  to  the  port  of  entry  and  to  the  actual  ship. 

(3)  From  tho  beginning  of  February,  1941,  Professor  Leipor,  who  had  been 
asked  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health  to  assist  in  the  investigations,  set  up  a 
laboratory  in  Wolverhampton  and  examined  every  pig  carcase  slaughtered  at  the 
abattoir  for  signs  of  trichiniasis,  (4)  With  tho  holp  of  the  County 
Authorities  of  Staffordshire  and  Shropshire,  enquiries  were  instituted  into 
tho  dogroo  of  rat  infestation  of  suspect  farms  and  a  number  of  rats  wero 
caught  and  examined  for  ovidcnco  of  trichiniasis.  (5)  Tho  possibility  of 
infection  boing  spread  by  swill  was  also  investigated  but  enquiries  under  this 
hooding;  gave  no  positive  result.  In  spite  of  tho  amount  of  dotailod  work 
which  was  carried  out  with  tho  greatest  co-operation  from  farmers,  pork 
butchers  and  the  Authorities  concerned,  it  was  impossible  to  fix  the  source  of 
tho  infoctod  pork.  The  presumption  is  tint  there  wore  at  least  throe  separate 
foci  of  infection  during'  tho  Wolverhampton  epidemic  and  that  these  foci 
probably  originated  in  homo  produced  pigs  raised  in  Staffordshire  and/or 
Shropshire. 

Confirmatory  evidence  of  the  implication  of  manufacturers  *B’ ,  ’C  ’ 
and  ’D*  in  this  epidemic  was  produced  by  Drs.  Deoson  and  Hawley  who  carried  out 
special  skin  tests  on  those  of  tho  employees  of  these  three  firms  who  wore 
chiefly  concerned  in  tho  manufacture  of  sausages.  Five  of  the  employees  of 
’3’  (two  of  whom  wore  known  to  have  had  trichiniasis)  gave  a  positive  reaction; 
one  of  ’C.s*  employees  reacted,  and  there  wero  four  positives  among  twolvo 
of  the  workpeople  in  tho  firm  TD’.  Tho  only  other  posit ivo  results  wero  those 
obtained  by  Profossor  Lciper  on  rats  caught  at  the  intake  screen  of  the 
Wolverhampton  Sewage  Works;  two  of  these  were  positive. 

Association  with  other  outbreaks  of  Trichiniasis,  There  were  three 
small  outbreaks  of  trichiniasis  in  South  Wales  in  1939  and  1940,  an  outbreak  in 
Penrith  and  one  at  Harpenden  in  February ,  1941,  and  one  at  Birmingham 
immediately  afterwards.  It  was  not  possible  to  link  up  the  Wolverhampton 
epidemic  with  any  of  these.. 

End emi city  of  the  Disease.  At  Professor  Leipor’ s  suggestion  parts 
of  the  diaphragms  of  human  beings  whose  deaths  had  been  followed  by  a  post 
mortem  examination  we re  tested  for  the  presence  of  trichinollae,  with  surprising 
results.  Out  of  fifty-six  specimens  examined  from  persons  resident  in  the 
Black  Country,  ten  showed  evidence  of  having  had  a  previous  attack  oi 
trichiniasis,  and  at  loast  three  of  these  were  of  some  years  duration,  i*o. 
the  illness  had  occurred  some  considerable  time  previously. 


Summary. 

(a)  Widespread  outbreak  of  trichiniasis  involving  Wolverhampton  and 
surrounding  areas.  Several  sovoro  cases  but  no  fatal  ones, 

(b)  Exciting  causo  of  the  outbreak  was  probably  homo  produced  pigs, 
especially  sows  and  boars.

(c)  Prodisposing  oauso  was  tho  local  habit  of  eating  raw  sausage*. 
Housewives  particularly  affected  bocauso  they  are  tho  chief  culprits. 

(d)  Impossible  to  trace  the  infected  swine  to  any  ono  farm  or  to  link 
up  tho  Wolverhampton  outbreak  with  others  occurring  about  tho  samo  timo. 

(o)  Definite  evidence  that  trichiniasis  is  endemic  in  tho  Black 

Country • 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  number  of>  new  cases  of  syphilis  presenting  themselves  at  the 
Treatment  Centre  showed  no  significant  chango  from  previous  years,  boing 
42  nalos  and  48  females.  Tho  defaulter  rate  was  not  above  tho  average* 

There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  tho  number  of  now  cases  of  gonorrhoea 
in  the  male  (167  as  compared  with  97  in  1940  and  122  in  1939)*  There  was 
also  a  smaller  rise  in  tho  new  cases  of  gonorrhooa  in  wonon*  The  percentage 
of  defaulters  from  treatment  showed  no  appreciable  change.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Thoro  woro  t’.vo  epidemics  during  the  year,  ono  of  Moaslos  from  April 
to  August,  and  the  othor  of  Scarlot  Favor  from  Septembor  reaching  its  peak 
about  the  end  of  December,  The  mortality  rate  of  both  diseases  was  low, 

,  Diphthoria  still  romains  virulent  to  the  uninoculatod  members  of  the  community. 
Tho  standard  of  health  of  Wolverhampton  remains  high  as  shown  by  low  mortality 
rates  for  all  infectious .diseases, 

SCARLET  FEVER. 


645  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  270  more  than  in  1940. 

Tho  diagnosis  was  revised  in  10,  giving  a  net  incidence  of  635,  or  4.3  per 
1,000.  301  or  47$  wore  troatod  in  hospital,  Ono  doath  occurred.  Return  cases 

numbered  9  or  1,4$,  Encouragement  is  gj von  to  practitioners  to  treat  casos 
at  home  when  satisfactory  isolation  can  bo  given.  The  disease  is  becoming 
more  prevalent,  and  more  sever o  typos  have  occurred, 

DIPHTHERIA, 

222  notifications  of  diphtheria  woro  receivod.  Deducting  48  cases 
of  revised  diagnosis,  the  net  incidence  was  174  or  1,2  per  1,000  compared  with 
1.1  per  1,000  in  1940,  This  incidence,  in  view  of  tho  increasing  numbers 
of  iirmuni  sat  ions  performed,  suggests  that  non-immuno  children  must  have 
suffered  a  much  heavier  attack  rate  than  in  preceding  years.  It  was  again 
not ed*  1  that  young  adults  are  more  at  risk,  There  woro  24  deaths,  a  case 

mortality  of  13.7$  for  the  year.  21  deaths  occurred  at  hospital,  3  deaths 
occurred  at  homo. 

MEASLES. 


2,395  casos  wore  notified,  8  casos  woro  admittod  to  hospital, 

3  deaths  occured,  2  at  homo  and  1  in  hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

271  cases  wore  notified,  and  there  woro  3  deaths.  No  casos  woro 
admitted  to  hospital, 

MISCELLANE  OPS , 

ENTERIC  FEVER.  Ono  case  of  Typhoid  Favor  was  notified  and  ton  oases  of 
Paratyphoid  D,  Sovon  of  tho  latter  occurred  during  May  and  June  and  wore 
part  of  a  larger  epidemic  occurring  at  that  time  in  tho  West  Midlands,  The 
infecting  agent  was  synthetic  cream.  There  wero  no  deaths, 

DYSENTERY .  5  casos  were  notiflod.  3  admitted  to  hospital.  1  death  occurred, 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER,  9  cases  wore  notified.  8  casos  admitted  to  hospital, 

3  doaths  occurred  in  casos  which,,  had  not  boon  notified,  Tho  cases  w'Ore 
spread  over  tho  year.  Compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country  the  number  of 
cases  seems  low. 

3SNTERI OR  POLI OMYELI TIS .  3  casos  notified,  but  2  notifications  wore 

cancollod.  No  deaths  occurred, 

ERYSIPELAS.  60  cases  woro  notified,  11  cases  admitted  to  hospital,

BOROUGH  HOSPITAL 
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Tho  problem  of  staffing,  both  nursing  and  domestic,  continues  to  become 
acuto  with  tho  mobilisation  of  womanpcwor  for  tho  war  effort.  The  splendid 
work  of  the  nursing  staff  has  more  than  counter  balanced  any  reduction  in 
our  capacity  to  admit.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  domostic  staffing 
problems  of  tho  smaller  hos ;itnls  are  being  overcomo  by  tho  recognition  that 
this  work  is  an  ossonbial  war  offort, 

619  cases  woro  admitted  in  1941;  70  wore  from  outside  areas, 

(a)  SCARLET  FEVER, 

Admissions  of  this  disoaso  numb o red  326  as  comparod  with  a  pro-war 
figure  of  300  in  1930,  and  is  40  1g3G  than  in  1940.  Only  26  casos  woro 
received  from  other  authorities, 

Thoro  was  one  doath  during  tho  year,  but  tho  more  sorious 
complications  of  nephritis,  rheumatism  and  septicaemia  w ere  rare.  Adenitis 
and  Otorrhooa  occurred  in  7 $  and  4$  of  cases  respectively,  Tho  ’return  case’ 
rate  was  2,7$,  Towards  tho  end  of  tho  year  a  feature  was  the  rather  intense 
rash  and  high  temperature  at  tho  onset,  Sero  and  chomo-thorapy  continued  in 
routine  use  and  an  analysis  of  the  results  showed  84 $  had  no  complications 
on  chemotherapy  alono  and  50$  had  no  complications  on  3orum  alone. 

An  intarosting  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  Royal 
Orphanage  from  which  13  cases  were  received.  The  casos  were  admitted  in 
two  groups  -  11,  boys  and  2  girls  -  and  in  tho  3  weeks  intervening  period  many 
suffered  from  sore  throats  without  the  development  of  any  rashes.  Sore  throats 
without  rashes  occurred  during  the  epidemic  but  whether  those  wore  epidemic  sore 
throats  or  tho  typo  of  scarlet  fever  without  rash  could  not  be  definitely 
proved.

(b)  DIPHTHERIA, 

243  casos  of  diphtheria  wore  admitted;  30  cases  were  admitted  from 
other  areas.  Of  those  admissions  tho  .diagnosis  was  revised  in  60,  leaving  a 
total  of  actual  cases  of  162  for  Wolverhampton  and  21  for  other  areas*  The 
net  incidence  was  ,89  per  1,000,  30  ’carriers’  of  diphtheria  were  admitted. 

Deaths  numbered' 28,  of  which  21  were  Wolverhampton  casos,  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  18,7$,  an.  increase  of  6,3$,  An  analysis  of  the  deaths  showed 
11  were  admitted  on  third  dny  of  disoaso  or  earlier,  and  seventeen  were 
admitted  on  fourth  day  of  disoaso  or  later.  Of  tho  latter,  six  cases  were 
moribund  on  admission. 

An  analysis  of  cases  and  deaths  (Table  A.)  amongst  the  immunised  and 
non-immunisod  cases  is  given  belov;,  and  brings  out  the  preventative  value  of 
previous  immunisation.  It  appears  probable  that  with  tho  great  pro 7 or t ion 
of  the  school  population  now  Immunised  the  disease  will  for  a  time  assume  a  ■ 
very  virulent  form  amongst  the  unimmunised,  but  it  is  significant  from  Table  B, 
that  tho  incidence  of  the  disease  lias  decreased  in  the  child  and  relatively 
Increased  in  the  adult  population,

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

In  1941  propaganda  was  pursued  by  the  further  display  of  the  film 
"Growing  to  Health  and  Happiness”  (at  local  cinemas),  the  issue  of  leaflets 
to  parents  of  children  attending  Infant  Schools,  and  above  all  direct  contact 
and  co-operation  with  tho  head  teachers  by  the  medical  officers.  But  a 
feature  of  tho  year  has  been  tho  tremendous  increase  of  immunisations  at  the 
wolfare  centres  from  576  children  in  1940  to  1,776  children  in  194le  Valuable 
assistance  both  in  schools  and  at  certain  clinics  has  been  given  by  Civil 
Defence  nursing  auxiliaries  attachod  to  tho  Posts. 

A  total  of  U932  schoolchildren  wore  immunised,  comprising  1,305  in 
school,  264  at  welfare  clinics,  10  by  private  doctors  and  43  at  the  Borough 
Hospital  and  310  at  North  Street,  In  addition,  1,803  children  under  school 
age  wore  immuiiised,  1,512  at  wolfare  centres,  180  by  private  doctors,  80  at 
Education  Offices  and  31  at  the  Borough  Hospital,  making  a  grand  total  of 
3,735  for  the  year.

,  TUBERCULOSIS, 

(i)  Notification  Register:  Tho  Register  on  51st  December,  1941,  included 
361  males  and  29’0  females  suffering  from  Puliponary  Tuberculosis  and  96  males 
and  94  fomales  suffering  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis*  making  a  total  of 
841  cases. 

(ii )  Incidence:  New  cases  amounted  to  163  as  compared  with  123  in  1940  and 
119  in  1939.  Tho  chief  increase  was  in  males  between  35  and  45. 

(Hi)  Mortality:  From  respiratory  tuberculosis  tho  deaths  were  49  males  and 
25  females.  From  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  the  figures  wore  17  males  and  4 
females.  This  gives' a  tuberculosis  death  rate  of  0,66  per  1,000  population, 
the  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  rates  being  0.52  and  0,14  respectively.
